REDUCTION OF ARMAMENTS. 

The importance of the effort of the subcommittee 
of the Armaments Commission of the League of Na- 
tions to reduce armaments in Europe through inter- 
national agreements cannot be overestimated because 
the reduction of armaments and guarantees of peace 
in Europe are the keys to the solution of the Eu- 
ropean problem of rehabilitation. 

Reduction of burdens on the treasuries of the con- 
tinental nations of Europe is essential to sound 
finante and therefore to industrial and commercial 
reconstruction. Removal of menaces to peace is im- 
perative. The greatest burdens upon the treasuries 


of the practically bankrupt continental nations and 


the greatest menaces to peace are the armies of the 
nations 

The essential conditions of the full participation 
the United States and of former neutral nations in 
the rehabilitation of European finance and industry 
are reduction of armaments and guarantees of peace. 
America will not supply money and credit to Eu- 
ropean nations to maintain huge armies or to make 
war or to keep Europe in a deadly turmoil of fear, 
armament competition and strife. We insist that the 
money or the credit we supply must be devoted to 
peaceful reconstruction Peaceful co-operation and 
the building up of industry and trade, free from tur- 
moil. threats of war and war, are necessary to the

revival of prosperity. 
Whether Lord Cecil's suggestion of continental di- 
visions for peace and disarmament agreements is the 


best plan must yet be determined. Obviously it grows’ 


out of the ardent desire of the nations in the League 
to assure American participation based upon the 
necessity of our participation in order to strengthen 
the plans with the universality and power it requires 
to insure success. The European statesmen reason 
that if America was willing to be the leading partici- 
pant in the Pacific disarmament and peace treaties 
she would be willing to participate in similar agree- 
ments to reduce armaments and guarantee peace on 
the American continent, leaving to European nations 
the task of controlling Europe. The division plan, 


however, does not prevent any nation from volun-, 


tarily participating in the effort to maintain peace 
on any continent. If a nation feels that the interests 
of peace call for its participation in maintaining it 
anywhere it is free to join the peace-sustaining divi- 
sion.
